James Boyle, district leader of Tammany,
will arrlvo Saturday with about a dozen of
his colleagues. They come to prepare tho
nay for the Tammany delegation, which
will reach Kansas City Monday evening on
two special trains.

Sunday the State delegations will begin
to arrive. The Pennsvlvanla delegation,
made up of 100 men, and the Montana .dele-
gation, headed by Senator W. A. Clark. Is
due Sunday morning, and the Kansas dele-
gation in the evening. Monday the New
England delegates from Maine, New Hamp-shlr- e.

Vermont, Massachusetts. Connecti-
cut and Rhode with George Fred
Williams of Massachusetts as their vicepresidential candidate, will reach the city.
On the same day the California and Mis-
souri delegations will arrive.

The greatest rush of delegations will be
on Tuesday. Nearly all of the States not
mentioned are booked to arrive on that day.

A convention Innovation, the reading of
the Declaration of Independence from tho
platform, will be Introduced at the first
session, July 4. and. according to the pres-
ent programme, the music and decorations
of that day will be selected with a par-
ticular Idea of commemorating the national
holiday.

The badges for the delegates have been
received. They are an elaborate affair.
Thero Is an oxidized silver bar for the pin,
below which hangs a silk Hag about lour
Inches long. To the flag Is attached a me-
dallion of gold or oxidized silver.

He said that In his opinion the large body
of voters in Maryland would hea'tlly in-
dorse a conservative platform and that to
this end the representation fom this State
would exert every effort to bring sbuut a
modification of tho silver plmk adopted by
the Chicago convention.

DRUG STORE DY MOB

.Miss Mary Murray Was Chased In
to a IMace of Refuge on

North Fourteenth Street.

SHE RODE ON A TRANSIT CAR.

Pharmacist F. B. Scholz and His
Brother. Doctor Scholz, Barred

the Door and Telephoned
for the Police.

For nearly half an hour last night Mis
Mary Murray of No. S10 Coltlnsville avc
nue. East St. Louis, was held a prioner
by a mob of howling hoodlums and strike
sympathizers In Florence B. Scholz's drug
store at No. 3332 North Fourteenth street.

When she sought refuge In the pharmacy
Druggist Scholz and his brother. Doctor
Philip Scholz. whose office Is at 3300 North
Fourteenth street, went to her rescue,
lneked the doors of the drug store and pro-
tected the woman until a patrol wagon
from the Fifth District, loaded with off-
icers. In charge of Sergeant McFarland. d.

The crowd dispersed when they saw Hie
patrol wagon coming up Fourteenth street.
Mls Murray was bordering on hysteria
when the officers arrived. The police

O'lver Sopp of No. 3337 Klein street
and Edward Boerding of No. 3322 Klem
street. Sopp was charged with disturbing
the peace and Boerding with refusing to
vacate.

Miss Murray left her home on ColIlnsvIIIp
avenue. East St. Louis, late yesterday aft-
ernoon for the purpose of consulting with
Doctor Scholz. her physician, regarding the
Illness of one of the members of her fam-
ily. She loarded a Benton-Rellefontal-

car at Thlnl street and Washington uvenu
and alighted at the Intersection of Eleventh
and Angelrodt streets.

Several men who were standing on the
corner Jeered nt her. and Miss Murray start-
ed to run west on Angelrodt street toward
the plijslclan's office.

Before sho had proceeded half a block the
crowd had increased to 100. They were
throwing stones and hooting vociferously.

The distance between Eleventh nnd An-
gelrodt streets and Fourteenth and Angel-
rodt streets is but one block. Miss Murray
had obtained a good lead and reached the
door of the drug store Just In time to slam
It In tho face of the leader of the mob.

Instantly Mr. Scholz realized the situation
and locked the door. Doctor Scholz recog-
nized Miss Murray and, with a cry of as-
surance to her. rushed to the rear door and
barred It. Soon afterwards a crowd of sev-
eral hundred surrounded the drug store.

Doctor Scholz telephoned the Chief of
Police that a woman was besieged In the
drug store by a mob. nnd requested Im-

mediate assistance. Night Chief of Police
I'ickel ordered Sergeant McFarland and a
patrol wagon loaded with police on a hurry-u- p

call to Fourteenth and Angelrodt streets.
The presence of the police disconcerte-- d the
crowd and all but Boerding and Sopp es-
caped.

Miss Murray, who was very much excited
after her experience, requested permission
of Srgeant McFarland to ride to the Fifth
District Station In the patrol wagon. The
request was granted and she was escorted
sately to the bridge, where she boarded acar for her home In East St. Louis. She
Is 21 jears old.

FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM.

P. II. Haley, Salesman, Succumbed
to Hemorrhage of Lungs.

P. II. Haley, a traveling salesman from
Kansas City, was found dead In his room
at the Terminal Hotel yesterday by one
of the attendants. Haley arrived In the
city on Monday evening and seemed to be
In fairly good health. He walked around
consldcratdy on Tuesday, and It Is sup-
posed that the exertion was too much
for him. as it was found that his lung3
were In a very weak condition. He did not
le.wc his room Wednesday morning, and
one of the chambermaids, entering theapartment, found him dead, bending over
the washbowl, which was half filled with
blood, which had flowed from his mouth.
The body was already rold, showing that
he had been dead some hours. Hemor-
rhage, brought on by n. Is sup-IKis-

to have caued his death.
Haley was 37 years old. He leaves a

widow and one son. He has no relatives
In this city with the exception of a cousin
who Is said to be the secretary of the
Peacock Chemical Company of this city.
This cousin had the body taken to tho
Smlthers undertaking establishment, and
will have It burled as soon as the widow
arrives.

ward of that city, terribly haraswd,
could only hold out another two days
and had sixty-thre- e men killed and over
200 wounded, and adds that the Admiral
asked for the dSnatch of a relief
column of 2,000 meu. This column left
Tien-Tsi- u during the morulug of June
2.' under Russian command.

LEGATI0NERS NOT RESCUED.

NEWS OF THE MINISTERS.

London, June 27. The latest Sltanghai
report says Prince Titan (the head of the
Chinee Foreign Ottice, and father of

tal, in the event of Pekin being occupied
bv the international forces.

This commander of the British first-cla- ss

cruiser L'ndauuted has landed
large supplies of rifles und ammunition
at Shanghai, aud guns have been placed
in position at commanding points with
the ri'Mtlt that the foreigners are con-

fident they can overcome any attack on
the settlement, into which the foreign-
ers from the outstatious are rapidly con-

gregating.

The
Chinese, it appears, are burning all tho

MINISTER WITS ADVICES.

TO RESIST AT AN END.

cept his conclusion If it shall transpire
that the Pekin Government itself lias
sent the Ministers away with their pass-
ports, or what may come to the same
thing, with a guard as safe conduct.

At the State Department it Is said that
If it shall he explained that the Imperial
Government did this, not with a pur-
pose of rupturing diplomatic relations,
but simply to insure the safety of the
Ministers, which they were unable to
guarantee as long as they remained in
I'ekin, then there is still ground for au
understanding.

It is, however, pointed out that in
such case the Inability of
the Imperial Government to maintain
peace and order at the capital, would

According to
ndvices from Shanghai, the Chinese of-

ficials, by direction of the Southern Vice-
roys, are asking the Consuls to agree to
conditions "insuring." as the Chinese say.
"the neutrality of Shanghai and other
ccat cities." They are also asking that
foreign warships shall not sail or anchor
near the forts nor go to ports where there
are no warships now; that their crews
shall not go ashore and that the protection
of foreigners be left to the Chinese au-

Chi Tung. The Consuls desire a sufficient
naval and military force to back up their
tefual to comply with these demands.
